SAILORS HELD FOR ASSAULT 


It is understood that two of the 


sailors from the Training station, who 
assaulted 
Chauffeur 
Lawton some 


weeks ago after hiring his taxicab to 
take them to Fall River, have been 
apprehended and are now under, arrest 
at the Naval Training Station. Ac- 
cording to reports, these two men have 
admitted their complicity in the crime, 
but they have not been turned over to 
the civil authorities because it has 
been hoped that the other participants 
could be captured.

NEWPORT STATION RESTRICTED 


Congress apparently is not disposed 


to favor the Newport Training Station 
this year. The sum' for maintenance 
of the enlarged station, including the 
Coddington Point Extension is no 
greater than that allowed for the 
maintenance of the Coasters' Harbor 
Island section last year—?350,000 al- 
though Captain Campbell asked for 
5700,000 and made a strenuous ap- 
peal to the committee to recommend 
this amount. There will be no pur- 
chase of the Cloyne School property 
this year, although that is doubtless 
bound to come in the future. 
Con- 


gress seems to think that the "Newport 
station is nothing very much as com- 
pared with the Training Stations on 
the Great Lakes and on Chesapeake 
Bay. 


Whether the buildings on the Cod- 


dington Point Extension ' will be al- 
lowed to rot without being used re- 
mains to be seen, but the chances are 
that as the Navy resumes its routine 
the necessity for putting more boys 
through training schools wjll result 
in bringing the Newport station up to 
its expected status.

EDUCATING THE PRESIDENT 


• An interesting recent symptom of 
politics has been the sharp attack 
-Tipon President Wilson by certain 
-elements which up to a short time ago 
'were 
almost worshippers of him. 


"The complaint is that he has yielded 
to France, England and other powers 
in regard to peace terms. 


They claim that he has forsaken the 


lofty ideals set forth in previous ut- 
terances. But the real truth is that 
his ideals have had to come up to the 
supreme test of dealing with facts 
and realities. Many people feel that 
it was not necessary for him to have 
gone to Europe at all. .They feel 
"that everything is up In the air until 
reconstruction problems are settled. 


But had he attempted to negotiate 


'from Washington, he would have fall- 
en into his usual error of aloofness 
from practical men. He would have 
taken counsel only of a small coterie 
•of followers and admirers. 


When he got across, he found that 


he could not order Europe around the 
'way he did a Democratic Congress. 
He just simply had to meet every day 
with practical men and consider prob- 
lems on a basis of actualities and 
facts. 
To be sure he has not yet 


modified his attitude of aloofness suf- 
'ficiently to go into Belgium and see 
with his own eyes what the German 
'Sends have done. 
j Theodore Roosevelt and other men 
who might be named, could have nego- 
tiated a fair treaty without neglect- 
ing the nation's business by leaving 
the country. But if Mr. Wilson had 
tried to do that, his attitude would 
"have been prejudiced by theoretical 
•preconceptions. It was necessary for 
liim to go abroad to meet facts and 
realities face to face. 
His absence 


st so critical a period has been costly 
Tor the country. But if the people 
-will elect that kind of a president, 
they should not kick at the cost of 
educating him. 


RAILROAD PUBLICITY ' 


For many years the railroads spent 


a lot of money in printing their time- 
tables in the newspapers. The public 
appreciated the service. 
It made it 


easy to look up running time of trains, 
and people kept better informed when 
their departures -took place. 


Some years ago this practice was 


largely discontinued. But the roads 
up to the time of government opera- 
tion, continued to use a lot of adver- 
tising of their trips to summer resorts 
and various travel tours generally. 


It has been claimed that the cutting 


out of advertising: is one of the ways 
in which the roads would save money 
under government control. 
If this 


features 
of government operating 


was determined upon as one of the 
policy, it was not one that woold in- 
crease net earnings. 


Railroad advertising as formerly 


used, made travel seem very attract- 
ive. The cuts of distant scenes and 
fine scenery and mountain and sea- 
shore and resort life, stirred people's 
wanderlust. They. longed to 
see- 


noted points of interest, and become 
better acquainted with all sections of 
this great land. It must have largely 
stimulated travel. It would never nave 
been inserted unless the traffic man- 
agers saw a profit in it, and thefr long 
experience would' make them know 
what would pay. 


If a concern that had been using 


advertising 
largely should go into 


new hands, and the new management 
cut out a large part or most of the 
publicity, any 
good 
business man 


would say that its revenues would 
suffer. The amounts, now being spent 
for publicity by the railroad adminis- 
tration are probably but a very small 
fraction of the amounts that used to 
be spent under private ownership. 
If so, it must expect the results that 
usually happen when an advertising 
appropriation 
is suddenly reduced. 


This may have something TO do with 
the startling deficit the railroads arc 
now showing.

season. Indications are some- 


what favorable to hail during the east- 
ward drift of the last of these storms. 
Hail is caused by upper air tornadoes 
that <lo not always come down to the 
surface. Like tornadoes, I am not yet 
able to locate^hail storms, but'If hail, 
or tornadoes or both 'result from these 
storms, I expect them not far,from, 
meridian 90 and north of latitude 37 
during the week centering on July 7. 


Heavy rains are expected in. the

drafting committee elsewhere had used 
the words "may" and "'shall" inter- 
changeably In translating

French expression, apparently without 
noticing the important difference In- 
volved. 


Aside from 
the divergence hers 


noted the reparations clauses will go 
Into the new treaty virtually unchang- 
ed. Other sections of the treaty, how- 
ever, will be rewritten.

Stories of personal 'bravery that 


vould be almost unbelievable vert 
Oiey not laid in official reports are 
iitfhsed by the mar .department's 
records of the awards of ths Dii~ 
iinguished Servke Cross to mem- 
ten of the American Expeditionary 
forces. Following are a few of the 
official 
reports that have been se- 


lected by Qeneral Pershing's own 
'itaff as presenting most striding in- 
ttances of gallantry on the part of 
'American soldiers under fire: 


SAMUEL WOODFIUi; 


First Lieutenant, Compiny M, 60th 


Infantry. 


Three acts of conspicuous daring in 


one day near Cunel, France, October 
12, 10 J8, won the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross for Lieut WoodQll. 'While 
he was leading his company against 
the enemy his line came under heavy 
machine gun fire, which threatened to 
hoifl up the advance.. Followed by 
two soldiers at twenty-five yards, this 
officer went out ahead of his flret line 
toward a . -machine gun nest. and 
worked his way aronnd its flank, ieav-. 
Inf the, two soldi ere, In front . Whenj 
he jot within ten yards of the gnn 
It ce«ed flring-apd four of the, enemji • 
appeared, three of whom were shot; 
*'y LJeut Woodfill. .The fourth, an 
officer, rushed at Lieut. Woodfill, who 
attempted to club the'offlcer with his 
rifle. After n hand-to-hand struggle,: 
Lieut- Woodfill killed ;the officer with 
his piotol; 
Els - company • thereupon 


continued to advance Until shortly 
afterward another machine gun nest 
was encountered. Calling his men to 
follow, Lieut. Wocdflll rushed ahead 
of his line in the face of heavy fire 
from the nest, and when several of 
the enemy .appeared above the nest 
he shot them, capturing three other, 
members of.the crew and silencing tho 
gun. 
A. few minutes later this officer, 


for the third time, demonstrated con- 
spicuous daring by charging another 
machine gun'position, killing five men. 
In one machlneigun pit. with his rifle. 
He then drew his revolver and started- 
to jump into the pit when two other, 
gunners only a few yards away turned 
their gnn on him. Falling to kill them 
wlth;hia revolver, he grabbed a pick 
lying near by and killed both of them. 
Inspired by the exceptional courage 
displayed by this officer,. hi3 .men. 
pressed on to their objective: under 
serere shell .and machine..;gun,,fire.; 
LJent. Woodflll is married and lives

Capt Mallon was decorated for In- 


trepidity beyond the cnll of fluty In

cause of n fog, Capt. Mallon, with nine' 
soldiers, pushed forward and attacked 
nine hostile machine guns, capturing 
all of the'm without the loss of a man. 
ObrMnulng on through the woods, he 
led his men in attacking a battery of 
450 mm. howitzers which were in ac- 
tion, rushing the position and captur- 
ing the battery and its crew. In .this 
encounter Capt.'.Mallon personally, at; 
tacked one of the'ehemy with his flstal 
Later whan the psrly came upon two 
more machine guns, this officer sent 
men to the flanks,'while he rnshed 
forward directly In the face of the

their platoons by a smoke barrage, 
Sergt. Eggers, Sergt. John 0. Latham 
and Corporal Thomas E. O'Shea took, 
cover in a shell hole well within the 
enemy's lines. Upon hearing »,ca!l for 
help from an American tank, which 
had become disabled, thirty yards from 
them, the three soldiers left their shel- 
ter and started toward the tank, under 
heavy flre from German machine guns 
and trench.mortars. ; In crossing the 
flre-gwept area, Corp. O'Shea was mor- 
tally wounded but his companions, un- 
deterred, proceeded to the tank, res- 
cued a wounded officer, and < assisted 
two soldiers to cover In the sap of a 
nearby trench.

vide Supplies. 


NOW AT THE WORST PHASE

In the harvest year from August, 


1018, to August, 1010, Europe must Im- 
port 20,000,000 tons of foodstuffs from 
overseas, and to meet this there Is 
available a total of about 35,000,000 
tons, Herbert 0. Hoover, chairman of 
the food section of the supreme eco- 
nomic'council said In Paris. 


Shipping conditions are not satisfac- 


tory on account of strikes in' many 
countries and, as n result, there is no 
question that the entire American Bur- 
plus will be absorbed. 


"We are at the worst phase of the 


European famine that was Inevitable 
after this world war," Mr. Hoover said.

Keep Them Growing'and Prune and 


Cult Vfgoroutly—Give Careful 


Attention to Detalli. 


(Prepared by the United 8t&te& Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


The poultry department of the farm 


establishment-must not be forgotten. 
When pruning or culling time comes, 
spraying the orchard Is no more Impor- 
tant than spraying the henhouse or 
dusting or greasing tho hens and 
chicks. Early hatching Is one of the 
prime essentials for success; but early 
hatching is only the beginning. If you 
want good, strong, vigorous, well-ma- 
tured pullets to do the laying for you 
next fall, you must see that the chicks 
batch out at the proper time, and then 
keep them growing, and prune and cull 
vigorously. '-The success of ^the.future 
depends on the work of today. 


Many people think that because they 


paid attention to details and "got 
things going" lost year they, don't need 
to bother much this season. This Is 
a big. mistake. The real results this 
year were caused by attention to de- 
tails last year, and next year will de- 
pend on this year—which means that 
careful attention Is necessary every 
year. Those baby chicks, too, must 
be looked after. 
Ask your county 


agent or homo demonstration agent 
for a circular on "First Care of Baby 
Chicks." 


When planning to raise standard- 


bred chicks, many people mistakenly 
thlak that different methods should be 
used. This Is all wrong. To those 
who have made a success In raising 
mongrel or mixed poultry—the com- 
mon "barnyard flocks'Wit Is necessary 
only.to suggest that the same methods 
be employed with the stnridard-bred 
chicks that were used In 'raisin•{ tha 
nnred or mongrel variety.

loss In Kentucky alone Is believed to 
exceed easily an average of '$2,000,000 
annually. 
' Root-rot Is caused by a fungus which 
lives as a parasite on the roots of the 
plant This fungus, can grow Into the 
roofs and feed on their tissues which 
results in decay. It can live on dead 
organic matter In tie soil, but In tho 
absence of tobacco plants It gradually 
dies out, though this may require from 
five to ten years or more. The disease 
spreads much In the same way as 
other diseases of plants and animals. 


The most characteristic symptom 


of root-rot Is a decay of the root sys- 
tem resulting In a stunting of the 
plants. 
Curiously enough, root-rot 


rarely kills the plant In the fleld. Aside 
figm becoming sturjted and yellow the 
diseased plants may show wilting even 
In very moist soils on days when to- 
bacco in healthy soil, and other crops 
show no wilting. The depleted rool 
system Is not able.to take up water 
as fast as the leaves use It,

Selection Method Inefficient 


The common method of grading from 


current receipts by Inspection, and by 
clicking to determine cracked shells is 
nefllclcnt. Cases of commercial ."spring 
iirsts," sorted by this method showed, 
when ready to bo taken to the storage 
house, an average of 17.6 cracked eggs 
and one leaking egg to tho case. Can- 
tiling is n'much more accurate method 
of selecting eggs suitable for storage, 
"•ases of "spring firsts" graded by 
candling did not average more than 
three cracked eggs to the case when 
ready for storage, 
When examined 


after 7 to 11 months In storage, eggs 
selected'by clicking showed nn aver- 
age total loss of 18.5 bad egga per 
case, while those selected by candling 
showed a total average loss of seven 
eggs per case.

Of the average of 18.B bad eggs to 


the case when selection was based on 
clicking, after long periods in storage, 
nine were due to direct spoilage of 
damaged eggs or to their contamina- 
tion of neighboring eggs by molding. 
The deterioration of the balanco waa 
charged to deleterious prestorage con- 
ditions, such as dlfly, stained, washed 
or heated tggs, many of which could 
have been eliminated by cnndllng. 


' ' Changed During Storage. 
The rate.of evaporation of moisture 


from eggs was remarkably uniform 
during the etornge period, averaging 
from three to four ounces a case a 
month In all of the1 storage rooms un- 
der observation.

orated from the eggs U condensed pn 
the brine pipes and absorbed by the 
air, case, and fillers.

NEWPORT AND THE SLAVE 


TR/VDE 
.,.. .... 


Rhode Island, has long made her 


boast as being the first country in the 
world that provided for entire liberty 
of conscience. For the stand she took 
at the beginning of her history she 
ths received the applause of the civil- 
ized world ever since it has come to 
be recognized that such is the only 
true basis of governmental action. 
Her record is one of which she may 
•well be proud, and it is one of whWh 
her sons never cease to speak with 
pleasure. 


But it is not generally known that 


Rhode Island passed the first legis- 
lative act among modern nations as a 
prohibition of chattel slavery. 
The 


acts as passed'by the General Assem- 
bly May 19, 1652, are as follows: 


"Whereas there is a common course 


practiced among English men to buy 
negroes, to that end that they may 
have them for service or slaves for- 
ever; for. the prcventinge of such 
practices among us, let it be ordered, 
that no blacke mankind or white be- 
ing forced by covenant, bound, or oth- 
erwise, to serve any man or his as- 
sighnes longer than ten years, or un- 
til they come to bee twentie-four years 
of age, if they bee taken in under 
fourteen, from the time of their com- 
inee 'within the liberties of this col- 
lonie. And at the end of terme of ten 
yeares to sett them free as the man- 
ner is with English servants. 
And 


that men that will not.let them goe 
free, or shall sell them away else- 
where, to that end that they may ba 
enslaved to others for a long time, 
bee or they shall forfeit to the col- 
ony forty pounds,". 
* This statute, so early established, 
•was never repealed, and yet slavery 
flourished in Rhode Island for a hun- 
dred and fifty years. H is difficult to 
see just how it lived in view of what 
occurred at a later date. 
It would 


rather seem that while the law was 
preserved the principle was trampled 


The Newport slave IrndoVas not, 


except in rare cases, direct with the 
coast of Africa. 
Most of the vessels 


engs-Ecd in it between this city and 
the Island of Barbadoes, where the 
negroes were purchased from first and 
second hands. 
And it does not add 


to the romantic beauty of the scene 
to be told that they were largely paid 
for with New England rum. 
New- 


port at one time had some twenty dis- 
tilleries and the commerce of those 
days consisted very largely if not 
chiefly in the exchange of the prod- 
ucts of these stills for negroes or the 
sweets of the West Indies, wblth were 
needed for the business of tte town. 
Such was the ancient glory of which 
we are sometimes tempted to boist 
when we sp«ak of the former days «s 
to be preferred to the present. 


The importation of slaves was for- 


mi'ly prohibited in June, 1174, and 
tf» mm 
given in the drt was that 


''the inh»b!tsnt» of America ar« gen- 
erally engaged In the preservation ti 
their own rights and liberties, among 
which that of personal freedom must 
be considered as the greatest," a fel- 
low feeling makes us wondcrous kind,' 
and both masters and servants now 
entered zealously upon the contest for 
independence. The*colored soldiers of 
Rhode Island covered themselves with 
glory, as did their former masters 
and oppressors'. 


Our fathers were among the first 


to see the evils of slavery, and to 
abolish the system which happily has 
now disappeared from our country al- 
together. The Newport of today is a 
wonderful advance upon the Newport 
of the olden times in all that makes 
a people truly prosperous and happy, 
and it is well for us to recognize the 
march of progress in the right direc- 
tion. 


REVOLUTIONARY REMINISCEN- 


CES OF LITTLE COMPTON 


During the revolutionary war, and 


while the British held possession of 
Newport, and the Island of Rhode Is- 
land, it was deemed expedient for the 
safety of the people and property of 
Little Compton and Tiverton, to have 
guard duty performed, night and day, 
along our shores, from Rowlands 
Ferry to Seaconnet Point. 


In Little Compton there were three 


guard 
houses; 
one was called the 


"Rouse House," which was located on 
what is called Brimstone Hill, after- 
wards owned and occupied by Charles 
Irish. The next went by the name of 
the "Red House," owned and occupied 
by Colonel Amasa Gray. 
The other 


was at Seaconnet Point, near 
thfl 


breakwater. 
The British had three 


war vessels moored , at proper dis- 
tances from each other in the Sea- 
connet river, to cut oil all communicn' 
tion from the mainland and prevent 
"American vessels from passing up the 
river. One of these vessels, the King- 
fisher, was stationed near High Hill, 
and was a great annoyance to our 
people, and they were determined to 
get her but of the way. At a proper

Tin act was passed forbidding negroe 
irom walking the streets of Newpor 
after nine o'clock in the evening, and 
providing that offenders should b 
"whipped at the public whipping post 
iii said town not exceeding fifteen 
stripes on the naked body, except Jheir 
incorrigible nature require more. 


In April, 1703, an act was passed 


which legalized the slave trade and 
provided a tax of three pounds upon 


- each negro thus imported. On the 5th 


of July, 1715, the General Assembly, 
taking into account the fact that 


tremendous report, and part of her 
hulk drifted on shore and accompany- 
ing it came a live cat upon a plank 
with her hair all singed off, but pussy 
was well provided for by humane per- 
sons, and lived to a good old age. 


The hulk of the 
Kingfisher was

It was 
serviceable, and was used when the 
Kingfisher was destroyed, and is gen- 
erally employed to usher In the birth- 
day of our national independence, and 
was made to do pretty severe duty 
when the news arrived of the surren- 
der of Lee and his army. There was 
also in the Little family a pair of 
black ebony drum sticks, which were 
used at the battle of Bunker-Hill D>- 


"Newport is the metropolitan town n 
this colony," and that "it hath very 
miry streets, especially that leading 
from the.ferry, or landing place, up to 
the colony house, so that members of 
the courts are very much discommod- 
ed therewith," enacted that the sum 
of £283, 17s. 3d., being duties paid to 
this colony for importing slaves, shall 
be and is hereby granted to the town 
of Newport towards paving the streets 
of Newport," and in October, 1717, the 
following was adopted: 


"It is ordered by this Assembly, 


that the naval officer pay out. of the 
import money on slaves £100 to the 
overseer that oversees the paving on 
the streets of Newport, to be im- 
proved for paying the charges of pav- 
ing said streets. 


In June, 1729, the duty was laid 


Ephraim Little, at that memorable 
battle. 
These arc annually brought 


into requisition on the 17th of June, 
in memory of the battle of "Bunker 
Hill," and on the' 4th of July. 
They 


were used in a very lively and effect- 
ive manner by a lineal descendant of 
Mr. Little's, at the surrender of Lee, 
the capture of Jefferson Davis, and 
the downfall of the rebellion. 


On the southeast shore of Rhode 


Island, there is a rock called the "Post 
Office Rock," from the fact that a 
Mr. Taggart, who resided on the is- 
land, near Taggart's Ferry, used it as 
.such an office during part of the time 
the British held possession of the is- 
land, and by means of it corresponded 
with the Americans in Little Comp- 
ton, giving 
them brief statements 


about the British army, their plans 
and movements, in spite of His Majes- 
ty's ships moored in the river. 


Mr. Taggart would write a letter, 


giving the desired information, and 
deposit it under this post office rock 
in the night. 
Then a light was set in 


a certain chamber of his house, which 
was understood to denote that the 
"mail" was in with important news. 
"Uncle Sam's boys" would then mann 
a boat, and with muffled oars pass (he 
war vessels and go to the post office.

M., and of Aquidneck Chapter, No. 9, 
Royal Arch-Masons. 


On December 81, 1873, Mr. Chase 


married Miss Mary E. Roberts, who 
was a daughter of John and Mary 
Louise (Cook) Roberts. There were 
six childfen: Mary E., now deceased; 
Sadie B., wife of Mr. Archibald Sher- 
man, of Newport; Louis C., now de- 
ceased; Benjamin Archibald, of this 
town; Mary Louise, residing at home, 
and Anna E., wife of Mr. Gould An- 
thony of Portsmouth. 
Two sisters 


and a brother, Mrs. Eunice A. Greene, 
of Portsmouth, Mrs. Rebecca Fish, of 
Boston, and Mr. Isaac Chase of Prov- 
idence, survive-him.

afresh of "three pounds per head on 
al! slaves imported into this colony," 
one-half of which should be applied 
towards the paving and amending the 
streets of Newport and the other half 
for the support of the great-bridges 
on the country roads. An act had al- 
ready been passed for building a 
bridge over the roaring now famous 
Potowomut, with money similarly col- 
lected. 


Thus it is seen that some of the 


streets of early Newport were paved 
with money gathered from the slave 
trade, and the old cobbles now hap- 
pily removed were constant reminders 
of our shame. These stones were not 
taken away because of the 
infamy 


connected with their history, but that, 
providing they were the same, wouiil 
have been sufficient reason for not 
allowing their continuance. They were 
left to cry out ngainst the fathers 
quite long enough.
